Otters Love Whitewater 


NRS Otter Serious about river running? Don’t overlook our '’Volksraft’’. Sure we 
designed the Otter as an all around boat, great for fishing, trolling on lakes, or relaxed 
day-tripping on your local river. Some of you have discovered, however, what a great 
paddle boat it is for big Class II] and even Class IV water. We at NRS caught the fever 
and many of us became addicts—spending every spare weekend ‘'testing’’ Otters on 
Idaho's justly famous whitewater rivers. Some owners insisted on using the Otter in even 
tougher situations, making rowing frames and challenging the really big water. We 
listened and created the New Otter Wrap-Floor for the demanding small-raft boatman. 
Packs a lot of extra features in the same, proven Otter design. 

When originally designing the NRS Otter, we wanted a fun, responsive craft suitable 
for many different water conditions, but one which a boater on a budget could afford. 
The NRS Otter provides an exciting whitewater ride for four or five paddlers. It offers 
stability to get through fast drops, and maneuverability for tricky rock gardens. 

The NRS Otter features a parabolic bow chamber which increases gradually in 
diameter from 16 1/2” to 24", and an enlarged rear chamber that supports the stern 
paddler and also helps prevent swamping from the rear by big waves. Two inflated cross 
thwarts (which provide additional seating, rigidity, and buoyancy) are carefully placed to 
give paddlers maximum comfort and bracing capability. For added safety, the two main 
air chambers are formed at the front and back rather than side to side, and all chambers 
have recessed military-style valves for quick inflation/deflation. 

The NRS Otter’s durability and longevity are due to the reinforced 840 denier nylon 
fabric floor and the 420 denier nylon fabric tubes, protected by a rubberized coating 
that makes the NRS Otter airtight and resistant to abrasion and weathering. The 3/16” 
polypropylene lifeline is secured by web-reinforced rubber guides and attaches to a 
1 3/4" D-ring on the bow. 

The NRS Otter offers more fun per dollar than any other raft on the market. It carries 
our limited 6 month warranty against defects in materials and workmanship.

Sport II The Sport Il has been accepted throughout the United States as the best 
recreational whitewater rowing raft available today. Center compartment dimensions 
(45" x 41") offer maximum cargo capacity, load stability, and frame compatibility. The 
length (14'9"’) and width (7') provide maneuverability and stability in big water. 

The popularity and success of the Sport Il is not an accident—we spent many days on 
the river observing and learning what design features create a high performance raft. 
We raised the bow and stern 11° to reduce incoming spray; this uplift starts gradually 
and shortens the effective waterline for increased quickness in cramped river situations, 
providing a smooth ride over rough whitewater. 

Most experienced rafters realize that a wet boat takes much of the water over the 
sides, particularly at the point where the bow rise begins. More bow rise can actually be 
a detriment if it is too abrupt. The boat needs a transition so the bow flotation has time 
to bring the bow up and reduce incoming water over the front corners. Too much bow 
rise and the boat can be stopped and lifted too high in big water, with the passengers 
then unable to lean forward and successfully ‘’spear’’ the boat into big curls. Because 
the Sport's rise is in two stages and the floor is relatively tight, the raft moves and glides 
superbly. 

Above all we wanted a raft equally at home for a day trip on our own local rivers, a 
week on the Middle Fork of the Salmon or nearly a month on the Colorado in the Grand 
Canyon. The Sport does all this and more. It performs like a 13’ boat in a narrow rock 
garden or like a 16’ boat maneuvering through Lava Falls! Recreational and professional 
boaters alike have acclaimed the Sport Il. 

To implement our design, and guarantee quality control, we turned to the Achilles 
company in Japan to produce the Sport Il. Achilles’ uncompromising workmanship and 
excellent materials ensure the Sport II's long life. For extra durability, the Sport II has a 
1260 denier,58 oz high density black neoprene floor. The 20 1/2” tubes are built of top 
quality nylon 66 calendered with 80% DuPont Hypalon. We specify a material with the 
lowest percentage of filler in the industry. If you would like a fabric sample, just write or 
call.

Which Raft For You? 


Which raft is right for your needs? NRS recommends that you make 
your decision by investigating six factors, listed in order of priority for 
most rafters. 

1. Type of river. The rivers that you intend to run will influence 
your decision most about which raft you should use. A highly 
maneuverable raft that's perfect for small rivers with intricate, shallow 
channels won't be as well suited for large pool and drop rivers which 
require only that you line the raft up correctly before the rapid and 
then hang on for all you're worth! Many rafters want to run both types 
of rivers, and will have to balance maneuverability in tight corners 
against stability in big water. 

2. Length of average trip. If you only go on day trips or on over- 
nighters, you don’t need to allow for extra gear storage space. On day 
or even weekend trips, a raft that will carry a specified number of peo- 
ple comfortably will also carry their gear—though it might get tight! 
For longer trips, there is no choice but to move up to a larger raft that 
has greater storage area. 

3. Excitement vs stability. A small boat can make even a relatively 
calm river exciting and challenging as it will respond much more ac- 
tively to the water. A larger boat is more stable (and therefore more 
sedate), and offers greater cargo capacity. 

4. Number of passengers. A boat that's built for four people to 
ride in comfort will be mighty crowded packed with eight passengers. 
On the other hand, a boat built to carry eight on an extended trip will 
seem ridiculously roomy (and hard to handle) for two lone paddlers. 
Fortunately, all boats will accommodate a range of passengers (2-4, 
4-6, etc.), so select the range you will most often need. 

5. Paddle or row? In the West, the tradition has been to row rafts; 
in the East, people paddle. More and more Western boaters are adop- 
ting paddles for the exhilaration and comradeship that paddling offers, 
and an increasing number of Eastern rafters are discovering the power 


and maneuverability of rowing. Fortunately most modern rafts have a 

symmetrical bow and stern equally suited for either method of propul- 
sion. A larger raft, however, cannot be handled by only two paddlers, 
so will require a rowing frame and oars when you're taking trips with 

few people. 

6. Budget. Though budget may be your first priority, we list it last 
because the other factors narrow your choice considerably. Beginning 
rafters might consider a less expensive model to see how well they like 
the sport, then move up later to a higher quality boat. NRS rafts offer 
extra values for you because NRS supervises their design, material 
selection, manufacture, and distribution. Whichever raft you choose, we 
are here to give you helpful information and quality service. 

RAFT MATERIALS 

Fabric: The strength of raft material is determined primarily by the 
strength of the underlying fabric. Fabric strength is determined largely 
by thread character istics: type (nylon or polyester), strength (nylon 6 
or 66), and weight (denier). The other important factors in fabric 
strength are the fabric density (thread count per inch), and the process 
used to make the fabric. 

Coatings: Ingredients and process are both important. Every 
coating compound contains rubber filler and formulation. Fillers range 
from 40% to 60% (or more) of the compound. The rubber formulation 
is usually either Hypalon, Neoprene, EPDM, or a combination. More 
expensive material contains higher percentages of the more durable 
rubber formulations. Neoprene and EPDM are commonly used in less 
expensive rafts. 

Compounds are bonded to the under lying fabric by either 
calendering or spreading. Calendering is the best process, and can pro- 
duce extremely tough and abrasion resistant surfaces. In calendering, 
the rubber is squeezed onto and into the fabric by huge pressure 
rollers. Spreading is less expensive and was until recently the most 
common method.

Adhesives, Paints, & Cleaners 


No matter what material or adhesive you 
use, follow these steps when repairing a raft: 

1. Cut a suitably sized patch. (Patch edges 
should be at least 2" from the hole on all 
sides). 2. Clean both surfaces with raft cleaner 
or thinner/cleaner. (Protective silicone coatings 
such as Armorall can also be removed with 
sudsy ammonia.) Then roughen the surfaces 
slightly (both boat and patch) with a rasp or 
sandpaper. 3. Apply the adhesive on both sur- 
faces and let dry (check instructions on the glue 
for proper drying time). 4. When the adhesive 
is dried beyond tackiness, press the glued sur- 
faces together with a roller. The more forceful 
the contact, the better the bond. 5. If at all 
possible, allow at least four hours for the patch 
to cure. 

We have found Shore Adhesive and Car- 
boline F-1 Neoprene Adhesive to be excellent 
all-purpose, one-part adhesives for use on 
Hypalon, Neoprene, and other rubber mater- 
ials. Bostik two-part adhesive is recommended 
by Avon and is probably the strongest adhesive 
available. 

Painting a raft prolongs material life by pro- 
viding abrasion resistance and protection from 
ozone and UV deterioration. The Aluminum 
Coating is the easiest to use because it is a bit 
thinner, while the thicker Gray Coating provides 
a little more abrasion protection. Since 
neoprene coatings don't bond well to Hypalon, 
we recommend their use only on rafts manufac- 
tured in neoprene or EPDM (like Udiscos or the 
NRS Otter). Use the GACOflex Hypalon Coating 
for painting Hypalon rafts (it can also be used 
on neoprene or EPDM surfaces). We offer it in 
Sky-Blue, Red-Orange and Gray. Figure on one 
gallon of coating to cover the tubes of a large 
raft. Thinner/cleaner, as the name implies, is 
used to thin the coatings and also to clean the 
raft before painting or patching. CAUTION: Be 
sure to allow adequate drying time (up to a 
week) after painting. (NOTE: all these items are 
flammable and can only be shipped surface 
UPS or motor freight).
